President's Address to the Crew of 


tbe Warship 


PHEDADEWHIA, April 28—President 
cKinley and his party left tie Hote' 


Bellevne shortly after 10 o'clcck this 
morning for a visit to the cruiser Ba- 
leigh. Mrs. MeKinley and the other 
ladies who came from Washington {rode 
in the carriages with tbe President and 
bhe memt.ers of his cabinet. 


The President and bis pjirty boarded 
jj*vy yard tngatflO:i5 o'clock, and a* 


the boat* moved]-away from the piet lh? 
crowd on the wharf sent up a hearty 
cheer, while the boats m the vicinity 
whistled a noisy welcome to the chief 
In about two minutes tbe tug drew 
alongside the Baleigh and tbe President 
was greeted by Lieutenant Commander 
Pbelps who introduced him to Captain 
Coghlan. 


The marines stood at the rail on tbe 


pcop deck and the crew were ordered to 
man the rail as President MeKinley 'and 
his party stepped aboard. At the same 
moment tbe gunners began firing the 
national salute and the blue jackets dofi 
ed their caps. 


Accompanied by Captain Coghlan, 


President proceeded to the cabm of the 
cruiser, where he held an informal r * 
caption. He was then escorted to tbe 
lower deck, on which tbe sailors were 
lined up for inspection. CUptsin Cogh 
lin introduced the men of the ship a» 
follows: 


"Mr. President, these are the men of 


the Baleigh. Part o! them are from the 
flagship ^ Olympia. They 
all served 


throughout the whole campaign. 


After before passing before them with 


bared head, Mr. MeKinley addressed 
the Manila heroes as follows: 


"Captain Cogblan and men of the 


Ealeigh: It gives me great pleasure to 
bid you welcome home, and to congrat- 
ulate yon and honor you for the heroic 
part yon played in the great btttle on 
the 1st of May at Manila, which was a 
most glorious triumph of American arms 
and made a new and glorious page in 
American history. I assure you that 
when I give yon welcome I am only 
speaking tbe hearts' welcome of seven- 
ty-five million citizans, who honor yon 
all for your splendid services to our 
country. This feeling not only ex 
tends to your great admiral, whom we 
all love and honor, but to the humblest 
member of the crew who was in that 
great fleet at Manila Bay. 


'•I give you all a warm welcome and 


my thanks." 


Secretary of the Navy Long then ad- 


dressed tbe sailors. At the conclusion 
of Secretary Long's speech the sailors 
gave three cheers for the President of 
the United States and three for tbe 
Secretary of the Navy. Ibis was fol- 
lowed by tbe ship's yell "Who are w»? 
Can't yon see? we are members of the 
now navee. K»b, rah, rah, Baleigh!" 


This amused the 
President very 


much. The President tben shook hands 
with tho various officers of the cruiser 
and spoke a pleasant word to each.

THE RUSSIAN THISTLE. 


A -\»w Uf Ui I p*» Ik* Cur** Whicb Hay 


The State Agricultural Department 


is recently m rveelpt ut aauie interest- 
ing daui relating to the uwt of 
the 


Russian thistle in Xebraska «« food 
for all kinds of live-stock and as fuel 
for heating purpo-ses. 
Thousands of 


tons of thig extraordinary vegetable 
plant are now Mug coaauiaed annual- 
ly in that Suite lor ti-ese purpose-*. 
The Agricultural 
Department will 


shortly is-.ue a lengthy report on the 
subject, treating it in all its detail*. 
According to the- Information the de- 
partment lias secured, the Russian 
thistle, which but a few years ago was 
considered a dangerous menace to the 
agricultural iutrtvste of the entire 
Missouri \ alley, has proved to be one 
of the best grazing plants known to 
this section. For the past two yean 
the various farmers' 
organizations 


have been experimenting with the 
plant, but the progress of the experi- 
ments has not beea fully reported un- 
til now, when there is no longer any 
doubt as to the utility of the 
weed. 


• For practical purposc-s, the 
Russian 


thistle is now generally regarded in 
Nebraska as more valuable than al- 
falfa. 


The history of this species of plant 


life Is unique, and to-day there are 
laws on the statute books of Kansas, 
Colorado, Wyoming and 
Nebraska 


which offer a premium for the exter- 
mination of the thistle. 
Of course 
these laws are now dead letters," as 
the commercial value of the plant IB 
well established. Five years ago the 
Russian thistle first made its appear- 
ance In the West throughout South- 
Dakota, nnd scientists declared the 
agricultural prosperity of the whole 
country was .threatened by the weed. 
The live-stock range was shortly alive 
with the new growth and the whole 
State became a vast seed-bed for the 
thistle. 
There was much 
genuine 
alarm among stockmen and farmers. 
The fall winds carried the seeds to the 
four parts of the compass, and the ex- 
traordinnrj vitality of the plant was 
evidenced by vast feeds of thistles ap- 
pearing In spots se barren as to refuse 
to yield other forms of 
vegetation. 


The rapidity AVlth which the growth 
over'-spread the whole country be- 
tween the Missouri River *nd the 
mountains caused many students of 
agriculture and stock-raising to de- 
clare this vast domain would again re- 
*«»rtto the sjn'ageumd th'6 wild things 
of the prairie. 
They went so far as 
to insist that cattle eating the Russian 
thistle would not only perish but per- 
haps poison any one eating their flesh. 


The Department of agriculture at 
Washington sent out its best men to 
investigate the situation and niany 
government bulletins were Issued on 
tills— "the greatest of evils to agricul- 
ture." 
This prolific weed received a 


genuine attack from the government in 
Farmers' Bulletin No. 10 of 1893, In 
which the government experts solemn- 
ly asserted that in Nebraska, South- 
DaTxota nnd Iowa 80,000 acres of, fine 
land had been surrendered to the rav- 
ages of the weed, and that the damage 
at that time exceeded five million dol- 
lars to" crops and live-stock. 
As'fur- 


thur evidence of the alarm spread by 
the government, take the following 
quotation, from the 
Agricultural De- 


partment Report of 1893: 
"There is 


no ilonbt that the plant will spread 
throughout the whole great plains and 
stni farther east, destroying a large 
portion of the wheat-producing region 
of the "United States," 


In spite-of- this prediction of awful 


calamity from the highest scources of 
agricultural information, this same 
Russian thistle ia filling a long felt 
want In northwestern Nebraska, nnd 
if it did not grow In a wild state so 
prolifically, it would undoubtedly be 
cultivated by the farmers and stock- 
men of the State. By hundreds who 
have used the plant as food for horses 
cattle, sheep and hogs it is pronounced 
the equal In a nutritious way of alfal- 
fa. 
In fact the thistle in a dry state 


very much resembles alfalfa, and the, 
experience of farmers and stockmen 
is tbat it is more sought by cattle than 
anv other form of wild hay.

When cut for hay or plowed under 


it should be allowed to make a full 
growth, nad be cut when in full bloom. 
Properly cured, it makes one of tbt 
very best foods for ihe dairy cows dur- 
ing the winter, as well as (or growing 
stock of all kinds. Even bogs will I* 
benefited If given a good feed ot clover 
hay two or three times a week. 


Usually the growing ot cloverseed 


proves profitable. 
Occasionally when 


there is a full crop the price will fall 
below that of profitable production. A 
small yield, running from three to 
seven bushels per acre, and coating 
from 70 cents to $l a bushel to thresh, 
Is an expensive crop to grow, and un- 
less fair prices art realixed will not 
be profitable. 


In harvesting th* beads should all 


be left to turn brown before cutting. 
A self rake hi rath«r the best machine 
to cut elover for seed, as it leaves it in 
hunches that can b* gathered up readi- 
ly with a fork. It is quite an item to 
handle th« clover «s little as possible. 
as it shatters readily. 


If <he threshing fan be done in good 


season the clover can be left as cut 
until -dried out «u$ciently to thresh. 
But unless you are certain tbat this can 
be done it is best to gather up and 
stack the clover- M soon aa it Is suffi- 
ciently -cored. The hulm or straw 
makes a good feed/equaly IB value Ho 
wheat or oat straw, while it can hardly 
be excelled for bedding. 


In growing wheat the turning under 


ot a good growth, of clover will b« 
beneficial, as it supplies the elements 
ot plant food n«0d«d by this crop. 
' For corn or potatoes It is usually best 
to allow the clover to die down in the 
fall and then plow under in winter 
or early spring.

The most common mistake In pre- 


paring ground for fall grains Is wait- 
ing until just before seeding time or 
about the last week in August and th* 
first in September. There are several^ 
reasons why early plowing is .the best. 
.The .weeds that bate started after the 
cutting of the small grains are turned 
under and kept from seeding. This is 
no small consideration where the 
ground" !s~~al~A"ir foul. If some ot the 
seeds near the surface should start af- 
ter plowing, go over the field witl^a 
harrow ot some kind or a cultivator 
and allow none to develop. 


The chief value of early plowing Is 


that the land has art opportunity to be- 
come well pulverised and compacted 
before seeding time. If the land is 
hard when plowed the. numerous work- 
ings which should be given it with 
the rains ot late summer knd early 
autumn, will dissolve the QlQds.and ob- 
literate damage It present when the seed 
is. sown. Many failures with winter 
grains can be traced to late plowing 
and imperfect preparation ot the seed 
bea. 


Begin plowing as soon as the shocks 


have been removed from the field. This 
will vary from the first week in July 
to th,e second ia August. A depth ot 
about five inches t| uuually sujfcient, 
depending somewhat upon the character 
Ot the soil. In A few days go over the 
field with a harrow in order to level 
the ground and create a soil mulch to 
prevent excessive evaporation.

Journal today prints the following dis- 
patch by Frankiin Brooks: 


Manila. April 2S.— General Luna, with 


a large force of insurgents and arm*, 
has surrendered. Luna is the real Ken- 
era! in chief. He succeeded Aculnaldo 
in command of the Filipino troop*. The 
result of this surrender la the practical 
(nding of the revolution, aa General 
Lunt haa for a long time been regarded 
as the head and front of the Filipinos 
movement. 
* / 


There I* treat jubilation among Amer- 


ican officers and troops, especially the 
volunteers, who are convinced that the 
end of the war to at hand and that they 
Will soon be allowed to return to their 
homes. 


The surrender Includes practically all 


the Filipino fore**, against « hqm Gen- 
eral MacArthur haa 6e*n operating with 
such dashing success during th* last 
(our wacks. It Is believed that the small 
Insurgent army south and southeast of 
Manila win also make haste to sub- 
mit to the Americans. 
• • 


The army authprititfi will have thou- 


.sands of prisoners to care -for. The 
Americans also "secure all the insurgent 
arms, including fnany thousands of 
the best mause'r rifles, large quantities 
of ammunition, and -a few pieces of ar- 
tillery. 
' 


The officers who arranged th« surren- 


der. on behalf of General Luna, were 
Colonel Manuel ArgUftlles, chief of staff, 
and Lieutenant Joae Bcinal. They were 
admitted through the lines with a flag 
of" true*, ana at ortce Interviewed Gen- 
eral Otis, making 'this formal offer -of 
surrender. 


_.Tne Filipinos are vanquished. Their 
revolt against the authority and power 
of the TTniteo* States has failed, and-their 
commanding general, Luna, has finally 
surrendered. 


Two of hla foremosts officers were 
sent by General Luna through the war- 
ring lines, with a fla£ of truce, -to ask 
General Otis that hostilities be diicon- 
tinuesd. They informed General Otis 
that the rebel chiefs sftw the futility of 
further fighting. The officers are Colonel 
Manuel Arguelles, chief of staff, and 
Lieutenant Jose Bemal. 
" "The much-vaunted Filipino republic 
has fallen like a rotten shanty, and the 
insurgents are about to crawl from the 
ruins. Their losses in the last few days 
have been enormous. "The destruction of 
the rebej army was, accounted a mat- 
ter of af ew v eeks, at most, and the hope- 
lessness of their position at last came 
home- to them. 


That the Filjpinos were ready and will- 


ing to accede ot any terms offered by 
General Otis ' was apparent from the 
eagerness with which the rebels have- 
sought for peace. The common people, 
v. ant peace, and have wanted it evar 
since General Luna began his cam- 
paign of burning all insurgent villages 
that had to be abandoned to the Amer- 
icans. 
.He, has rendered thousands of the 


natives homeless, and the feeling against 
hi yi is very bitter. 


In the face of the opposing demands of 


the common people, Central Luna has 
been striving »* this, the en~d of the in- 
surrection, to continue the fighting. But 
since the first movement out of Manila 
the American army has pursued and 
overcome Luna, and his forces with a 
releritlejtsnees that was like fate. Hie 
has been driven from pillar to post, and 
ids men have been shot down by scores. 


There 'has not -b'een a stand made by 


the rebels that the American soldiers 
have not driven them, out with grea'j 
loss..' Th'ere has not been an engage- 
ment that, has not resulted in a victory, 
•harp and decisive, for -the American 
arms, and^ now, th,e rebel general, Luna, 
the arch enemy of 'the United States, has 
given up the fight. 


The American army gave one of two 


chances to the rebehrwhen it made its 
last move, the taking of Calumpit, The 
two chance* were surrender or annihila- 
tion, They were cut off by General 
Lawtbh's brigade^ at Norzagary, and 
were forced ahead by General Hale and 
xf>eneral MacArthur's advancing from 


The rebel army had been caught be- 


tween two strong divisions of the Amer- 
ican army, and its, destruction was in- 
evitable if surrender was not forth- 
coming. It would have been impossible 
for General Luna to have brought a 
third of his command. out of the hills in 
which he had been driven, if the Ameri- 
can army had been ordered to advance.

Kansas and 
Montana volunteers held the entire 
town of Calumptt, except the bridge. 
Heavy insurgent forces occupied the 
trenches at the father end of the bridge, 
extending a mile on either side of the 
railway. 


The entire strength of the insurgent 


army Was believed to the TfoTdlng: those 
trenches. -They had one or more artlllery 
pieces, with which they threw shrapnel 
into the American lines. In regard to 
their artillery, however, it is possible 
that they may only Jiave had one piece, 
and that they moved this constantly 
from place to place before firing:, -with 
the object of conveying the impression 
that they had several. 


The American and insurgent lines were 


separated only by the width of the riwr 
—10 yards. There was a constant scat- 
tering fire. 


The insurgents, numbering several 


thousand, occupied almost impregnable 
earthworks on the north bank of the 
river, with tne bridge so stripped of its 
flooring that a passage across under fire 
was impossible. The insurgent earth- 
works were so constructed as -to be 
bombproof, and the American artillery 
was, co-hseiuently, less effective thah 
usual. 


At 10 o'clock in the morning dolone! 


Funston determined to endeavor to 
cross -the stream in the face of the 
enemy's fire, Jand west of "the insur- 
gent trenches, ^and, by enfilading fire, 
dislodge the'm. With 120 of the Kansas, 
men, - he went to a. point -on the 'river 
several hundred yards from the bridge, 
where two privates—"White and"Trem- 
bley—swam with a rope to the opposite 
shore. They landed and made fast the 
Tope. 'In the meantime, the remainder 
of the detachment kept up a vigorous 
fire, which was directed toward the in- 
surgent trenches, while the artillery 
maintained a tremendous bombardment. 
White and Trembly were thus partly 
protected from the insurgent fire. 


Several insurgents were In' the trench 


at the point where the men landed, but 
they were terror-stricken, and fled when 
the two. Americans began yelling. 


Colonel Funston then sent two men 


across the river with the clctthes and. 
rifles of White and Trembley, but the 
boat capsized, The men swam ashore, 
losing all the contents of the boat. 


Three raft*, loaded with 50 men, thlen 


tressed the river, under a heavy, but in- 
accurate, insurgent fire, and immediate- 
iy 'advanced upon the tr^/u-iioy, dwv- 
Ing the Insurgents forward until Inter- 
rupted by a small, but deep, stream, 
flowing Into the Rio Grande, 200 yards 
west of the railway, where the heaviest 
trenches are located. Here the insur- 
gents attempted to check the Americans, 
ualns; Maxim guns, which obliged Col- 
onel Funsts>n's small force to retire. 


Immediately afterward, however. Col- 


ons! Funston, with Captain OrJIg and 
eight men, crossed the small stream in a 
boat. They charged upon the trenches, 
where an immense force of insurgents,. 
completely unified, begmn to break. 
Colonel Funston, yelling and shouting, 
dashed up to the railway, and the Mon- 
tana-and Kanta* stroops at once began 
crossing the bridge with General Whea- 
ton, the bridge being no longer protected 
by (lie Insurgent*' flrv. 


Th* Insurgent* retreated In several di- 


rection*, it was aoiumcd that they had 
•II fltd, but Mon it was obftrved that 


the officers were endeavoring to 
them up on a broad field, with the inten- 
tltn. to advance and retake the trenches. 
The insurgents appeared wholly de- 
moralized, their ranks breaking repeat- 
edly, although their generals, on horse*, 
frantically ordered them forward. 


Their was started an effective fire from 


the Kansas and Montana regiments, 
ivhic,h wrecked all discipline. The line 
crumbled and the enemy fled. Many re- 
treated to a train wfiich was waiting at 
the next station, and the train imme- 
diately left for the northward. Others 
surrendered, 37 being either captured or 
taken compliant prisoners. Many others 
tied to the woods to the eastv.-ard, prob- 
ably goinjr to the mountains, or to a 
great swamp several miles away. 


Apallt, the next town from Calumpit, 


wan burned, the Americans, with the 
remainder of Wheaton's and Kale's brK 
gade?, advancing and occupying the 
railway station." 


General MacArthur Is greatly pleased 


with the r&sult of the operation, giving 
his praise to Colonel Funston. While 
not a bloody engagement, General Mac- 
Arthur considers it one of the most 
brilliant and dashing in his territory. 
The nature c* future operations is un- 
known. For the present it is assumed 
the troops will remain in the Rio Grande 
trenches, until the bridge is repaired. 


After the engagement Colonel Funston 


Was ovatcome by the heat. 


FOR FIRST TIME. 


Filipinos Tried Fighting In Open Ground 


at Calumpit—Not a Success. 


Manila, April 28.—At Calumpit, fdr 


the first time, a large body of Filipinos 
attempted to face the Americans in 
open ground. 


•The Filipinos in the trenches were dis- 


persed after making a ridiculously feeble 
resistance, but General Luna's brigade 
came upqn the jfleld from Macabeles on 
the double quick, the two regiments pre- 
serving a perfect formation. 


The Americans on the south bank of 


the river, which is higher than the north, 
bank, could see General Luna, mounted 
>n a black horse, galloping: frantically 
along the lines, and apparently exhort- 
ing his followers to make a stand. 


He i finally succeeded in getting them 


spread in an extended line of battle 
which wbuld have done credit to a civi- 
lized army. But when the American 
bullets showered thickly among them, 
stirring: up clouds of du»t from the sandy 
soil, the Filipinos again showed that no 
amount of drilling could fortify them 
sufficiently to muke them face the Amer- 
ican rifles. 


Their train puffed uj» the track with 


its load of de&d and wounded, in plain 
sight of the 'Americans, -who were en- 
tering the town so closely that the rebelD 
barely slipped out 6f "their victors 
hands. 


The Montana regiment made a rush to 


capture the train, running up the track, 
yelling shrilly, and even dropping their 
guns in the pursuit, but the engine 
backed off hastily, leaving the bodies of 
six warriors to their enemies. 


Twenty F,iWpinos who came: to meet 


the conquerors, bearing a white flag, de- 
clared heartily that they were sick of 
fighting, addingr that food was very short 
In their camps. They ate the army ra- 
tions given them with an eagerness that 
testified to the. butlh of the later state 
inent,>One, who had bedh severely 
wounded, draggd himself after his com 
radcs, showing .remarkable nerve. 


Fifty Americans were overcome b 


the heat, and Colonel Funston dropped, 
utterly exhausted, after the battle. The 
mf n of the Kansas regiment cheered him 
crasdly when he went among-them. 


Last hlght the flames of burning vil- 


lages ah'd scattered huts-gave the hori- 
zon a glow as of sunset, and the f.racfc- 
inp of the bamboos as they caught fire 
sounded like musketry in a battle. 


If the American troops wetfenqt fight- 


Ing the heft as well a* the rebels, they 
might pursue the natives until they 
compelled them to scatter into the moun- 
tains, but the soldiers are so wilted that 
they must i-ost, while the Insurgents have 
time to reorganise, dig new trenches and 
fortify San Fernando, where it is ex- 
pected, they will attempt another bat- 
tle. 


The matter of the transportation^ 


supplies also harhpers General Mac- 
Arthur's movements, since, with the 
railroad cut at the bridge over the Bab- 
bag, it la difficult to supply so large an 
army In such a rough Country.

an important part, but truth 
seems 
stranger than fiction in the fact 'that 
the finger-print system of identifying 
crimJnls in India has been made so 
perfect that it woald enable any intel- 
ligent person in a few minutes to dis- 
tinguish the Individual if necessary, 
from all" other persons now living in 
the world, or if data were available, 
from all other persons who have Mved 
since the creation of man.

tem is simplicity itself, and there is

residences and other buildings, 200 fam- 
ilies are homeless and nearly fifty dead 
bodies and seventy injured persocs have 
bee.n removed from tbe ruins. More 
tbanaa dozen of tbe injured will d|e 
Although rescuers bave been searching 
the rains ever since tbe storm spent its 
fury many are still missing and it is 
thought tbat a considerable number of 
the unfortunate victims were consumed 
in the flames which broke ont after the 
storm ceased. ' Tbe work of tbe res 
costs continues, but it may be days be- 
fore the total number of victims are 
known. Wheatjie tornado struck tbe 
city last evening most of the residents 
were at supper. The tornado cat a 
clean path one mile long and 600 feet 
wide through tbe residential section of 
the town, leaving death and destruction 
in ife- wake. Buildings were- demol- 
ished or twisted apart or scattered to 
the four winds, A conservative esti- 
mate places the aggregate amount of 
damage at $200,000. Tbe individual 
losses vary from $100 to $8000. Tbe 
wind played many pranks and theje 
were several miraculous escapes.

This scheme of a back alley has

own and other States by his persis- 
tent and well directed attack on the 
Standard Oil Company. 
He has 


shown the sort of courage that men 
like, and, if the people of his State 
ever nominate him for a higher office 
than he now holds, as is not unlikely, 
he .will make a mighty strong candi- 
date, even though the Oil Trust mag- 
nates exert their tremendous money 
power against him, as they surely 
will do. 
- ,Mr. Monnett is not more than thirty- 
eight years old. 
-He was elected At- 


torney-General of Ohio in 1895. 
His 


predecessors had begun suit against 
the Standard Oil Company which had 
resulted in the declaration of the Ohio 
Supreme -CoUrt that the trust was an 
illegal corporation and must cease its 
operations in toe State. 
That order 


bad been given by the court in 1895, 
and Mr. -Monnett. like everybody else 
familiar with the situation, knew that 
the trust had made merely a pretense 
of obeying it 


Immediately he started proceedings 


to have the trust magnates declared 
in contempt of court and further pro- 
ceedings -to have the charters of its 
constituent companies hi Ohio .taken 
away because of the illegal alliance 
into which they haft entered. Through 
these proceedings he has made life a 
burden to the Standard Oil Company's 
officers, and so wisely has he waged 
his Avar that they are fearful of the 
results. 
It surprised nobody, therefore, when 


a few weeks ago Mr. Monnett told of 
an attempt which has been made to 
get him to cease fighting by a bribe of 
$400,000. 
In the presence of his 


brother-in-law a representative of the 
trust told him where he could nnft, 
,$400,000 that nobody need ever know" 
he received if he Would only cease his 
activity. He was not asked even to 
withdraw any of the suits he had lie- 
gun but merely to let them drag 
alontr until his term of office expired. 


What sort of a iu.m is this young 


lawyer who puts aside an immense. 
fortune, a fortune as great or greater 
tha» he can hope to make by a life of 
hard work? 


Mr. Mounett is a quiet serious man, 


of student-like appearance, one who 
carefully plans his actions and weighs 
the results before he moves. He is 
tall, about five feet ten, not at all in- 
clined to stoutness, is inclined to stoop 
a little, particularly when he shoves 
his hands in bis pockets and walks 
up and down a room thinking over a 
case or conversing with a friend. 


His forehead is high and broad. His 


dark brown hair is parted in the mid- 
dle aud brushed to either side, but not 
at all in a "chappie" style. His eyes 
are. dark, large aud expressive. His 
jaw is square, the lines of his mouth 
are firm, and altogether be looks a« 
he is. a man with much reserve force 
and confidence that when he needs it 
it will be available. 


MvT Monnett speaks slowly and does 
not a1l0VF~' himself 'to -get 'excited. In 
getting at the. -truth regarding the 
.methods and "doings of the Standard 
"Oil Trust.1. Mr. Monnett has had to 
reason many things out aad form his 
own conclusions, as the trust has more 
secrets than a political boss and pays 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year to lawyers to guard them. Many 
of bis conclusions he finds are not jus- 
tified as the evidence develops, and it 
is there that the persistent character 
of the man best shows. 


Starting out to establish a point 


with a witness, who will tell practical- 
ly nothing and is constantly looking 
for an opportunity to ridicule him, 
Mr. Monnett frames his questions ac- 
cording to the conclusions he has 
reached, and as he puts them he is 
soon able to ascertain from the man- 
ner of the witness and the trust law- 
yers whether hje is on the right track 
or not 
If he. Is wrong they ridicule. 


If he is right they object and protest 


Mr. Monnett is an exceedingly affa- 


ble man. ill a quiet, unostentatious 
way. He does not regard himself as 
a ptiant-killer, or a monster-hunter. 
He simplv knows that the laws of 
Ohio prohibit operations of monopolies 
within the State, that the Courts of 
Ohio have declared the Standard Oil 
Company .to be such an illegal monop- 
oly. and that as Attorney-General it is 
his business to see that the laws are 
enforced and the mandate of the court 
obeyed.
